as the president régarded the com-
munication satiafactory in phraseol-
ogy, it wonld be transmitted.

Questions of such serlous import
are involved that the president is aux-
fous that the communication not only
shall meet hls own wishes, but shall
be unimpeachable from the point of
view of International law experts.
